The various fancy names of refreshments, 
such as “sherry cobbler” and “Tom and 
Jerry,” that now embellish the walls of our 
restaurants, were not known, but if they had 
been would not have alarmed the good people 
to an extent beyond endurance.

our expense in furnisbing the building was for 
a sideboard and an elegant collection of gut- 
glass to put on it. 
In those days there were no such things as 
temperance societies. Even at funerals it was 
customary to dispense liquor to the guests, and 
l well remember seeing the waiters, 
with towels on their arms and decanters and 
giasses in their bands, going outside of the 
house to offer drink to those who, on account of 
the crowd, were unable to view the corpse.

HANGING AS A SPECTACLE. 

The realistic descriptions in the daily pa- 
pers of the hanging of Tracy, the murderer 
of Officer Huébner, revive the question 
whether hanging is as humane and civilized 
a means for carrying out capital punishment 
as can be devised. One of che attending phy- 
sicians declared that Tracy was unconscious 
within a brief moment after the drop, and 
that he had no pbysical suffering, though 
death did not ensue, or life was not declared 
extinct, until twenty minutes later. This 
statement may or may not be correct, for it 
is still a matter of question how accurate the 
doctors are in diagnosing suffering in a state 
of apparent unconsciousness, Bat the ex- 
tent of physical suffering is by no means the 
most Important consideration as to the 
manner of executing condemned crim 
mals. That there was a frightful and 
unnecessary degree of mental agony 
incident to the semi-public execution of 
Tracy cannot be doubted by any one who 
has read the newspaper accounts of the affair. 
If the spirit of revenge does not properly 
enter into the enforcement of the death 
penalty, then it is not in the interest of socie- 
ty or humanfty that any suffering should be 
imposed upon the criminal whois coademned 
to death beyond that inevitable in such an 
extremity. But this is not all. The agita- 
tion of the public mind inseparable from the 
elaborate newspaper accounts of executions 
is to be deplored. Newspapers cannot be ex- 
pected to content themselves with a mere an- 
nouncement that the law has been carried 
out, for the descriptions of horrible events 
have a fascination for most readers which it 
is to the interest of newspapers to gratify. 
But it may be dovbted whether the 
effect which a hanging has upon society 
is beneficial. It used to be generally be- 
lieved that hangings should take piace where 
the multitude could assemble, in order that 
the grim spectacie should serve as a special 
warning to the evil-doer. Of late years this 
notion has been abandoned for the most part, 
and outside of a few of the Southern States 
public hangitias are prohibited by law. The 
theory now is that itis not wise to stir up 
the community by sensational executions, 
nor to work up either morbid brooding or 
sentimental sympathy as to the crime of 
murder. But the privacy of the jail is not of 
a character to fulfill this notion, especially 
when the hanging becomes an occasion for 
assembling Sheriffs, physicians, newspa- 
per reporters, “invited guests, and 
a lot of people who are anxious or 
willmzg to “assist” at the ghastly 


performance. If the condemned prisoner 


could be taken of quietly at the appointed 
time by chloroform, or asphyxia, or some 
painless and unsensational method, the pur- 
pose of the law would be equally well served 
the condemned man would be spared need- 
less agony, and society would be saved from 
a sensation which is neither edifying nor sal- 


utary.

A LOUD CALL TO R K. 

The shades of private life have issued an 
imperative invitation to Randall H. White to 
return to them without delay. Mr. White 
was a Representative of the Second District 
in the last IIlinols Assembly. He got there 
through no merit of his own, but by one of 
those odd trades in the nominatinm conven- 
tion which reflect credit neither upon those 
who participate in nor those who benetit by 
them. Nominally Mr. White represented the 
Third Ward, which contains one of the larg- 
est and most intelligent constitueneies in the 
State. But the Third Ward has no affection 
tor him. it once signified its appreciation 
of his abilities by electing a Demucrat over 
him to the Common Council—a thing previ- 
ously unheard of in its history, Mr. White 
cannot today carry a Third Ward primary at 
whieh the Republican voters are properly 
represented for the office of Constable.

The debate between Mr. White and Mr. W. 
S. Everett before the First Ward Republican 
Olub Friday night clearly! proves the un- 
fitness of the former for a seat in the State 
Senate. He was very apologetic in reference 
to his course ‘regarding eriminablaw re- 
form in the special session, and pretended 
that his opposition reached only to the pro- 
posed appointment of a commission. But he 
was in truth opposed to the whole scheme of 
reform, He was.the inventor of the 
alleged constitutional“ objection to the 
change of the law making juries judges of 
the law and the facts in eriminal cases-an 
objection so frivolous and unsound in law 
that it at once became the laughing-stock of 
lawyers who do not practice in the Justice- 
shops. In comparison with White's shuffling 
and abject apologies, Everett’s cordial and 
emphatic indorsement of all the proposed re- 
forms was very gratifying and creditable. 

The Third Ward is in favor of eriminal- 
law reform and opposed to White. It should 
express its feelings forcibly both at the 
primaries and in the Senatorial Convention. 
There is an aching void in the Justice-courts 
which White is exactly fittdl to occupy and 
adorn.

temperate movements which contemplate 
proper restrictions upon the sale of liquor. 
The American people may learn even of 
Russia in this matter. The consumption of 
vodka (brandy) has always been one of the 
curses Of the masses of that country, and it 
is maintained by the rational reformers of 
Russia that the emancipation of the peasant 
from drunkenness is gs great a work as his 
emancipation from serfdom. From time to 
time in the past tne protest against the abuse 
of brandy-drinking in Russia has taken 
the form of riot, and dram-shops have 
been demolished by local mobs as they 
were in Ohio not many years ago. Recently 
a more toferant and more efficient movement 
against intemperanee has been inaugurated 
under the auspices of the Russian Govern- 
ment. Mme. Novixoff, who has come into 
Prominence as a writer on Russian affairs, 


gives a full account of this movement in the 


September number of the Nineteenth Centu- 
ry. It received a strong impetus among the 
people from the death of the late Czar, for 
conspicuous among the tokens of mourning 
adopted by the rural communities was the 
closing of the saloons for a time, This velun- 
tary temperance movement among the peo- 
ple led the Government authorities to give 
the subject their attention, and a committee 
of the Finance Departinent, after tnvesti- 
gating the subject, recouimended the ap- 
pointment of an expert commigsion to agree 
upon a plan for the promotion of temperance 
which should be based upon the following 
principles: 
ber of saloons; (2) measures tending to 
“regularize and morallze the sale of 
drink: and (3) a more efficacious surveil- 
lance of the traffic. This Temperance Com- 
mission, consisting of experts selected from 
the different provinees, agreed upon a plan 
which the Government will probably ap- 
prove. ‘The main features of this scheme 
have been summarized by Mme. Novikoff as 
follows: 


Y Liberty te the communes to close all places 
for the sale of drink within the communal 
limite, c Permission to de giveh to the com- 
wunes to establish Communal munopolhes of the 
sale of drink. @) No public-houses to be es- 
tablished above 25 per cent in excess of One per 
thousand of the population, and that oniy with 
the consent of the Zemstvo. (4) Tea and food to 
be seid ut all places where driak is consumed on 
the premises. (5) Licenses to be granted by con- 
tract (par de soumissions), and the price in 
excess of the minimum fixed by laß to be 
divided according 1 the wants of the agricult- 
ural populations. Rigofeus supervision of 
the pu — ' J tie local authorities: 
and last, but not least, do Taimudist Jews to be 
allowed to keep a shop for the sale of drink. 


Further description in detail of these va- 
rious recommendations is probably necessary 
toathorough understanding of the scheme. 
We have in this country no local government 
corresponding exactly to the Russian com- 
mune,“ but it is sufficient to consider it as of 
the same general character as our village, 
town, or municipal organizations. The most 
striking featufe of the Russian scheme of 
temperance reform, then, is what is known 
as “ local option in this country. The local 
government of each community, represent- 
ing the prevailing sentiment of the lo- 
cality, is authorized either to license 
or to prohibit the sale of liquor 
within its own municipal limits, But 
the local government is also authorized to 
monopolize the liquor traffic for its own ac 
count. This course has been adopted in the 
Grand Dueby of Finiand. The practice is to 
ifitrust the sale of liquor to a ſoint-stock so- 
clety representing the commune, and the 
profits are distributed among the public 
works, the schools, the publie library, the 
fire brigade, etc. The notable advantage of 
this system is found in the fact that the ven- 
ders of liquor in sueh ¢ases have no personal 
interest in pushing the sale thereof, but are 
influenced by the general geod of the com- 
munity to enforce all qe rules laid down 
for the regulation of the traffic, and te dis 
courage drunkenness, The next change 
recpminended is the reduction of te num- 
ber of saloons, the average of which it 
ig proposed to keep as nearly as possible 
at not more than one saloon for every 
1,000 inhabitants. A similar law in Chicago 
would reduce the number of saloons from 
3,500 to about 60). It cannot be doubted that 
this reduced number would be ample to a 
liberal indulgence of the appetite for drink 
and the most unbounded “ pefsonal liberty“ 


‘in that regard, but at th ame time the re- 


duction would abate materially the excesses, 
abuses, and infractions of public ord@ and 
safety which are incident to a superabun- 
dance of public drinking-places, The re- 
quirement that tea and food shall be sold in 
the saloons as well as liquors is likewise 
calculated to temper the evil influences of 
the saloons. Upon a similar plan it would 
be necessary to add coffee in this country, 
since it is almost as mach the beverage of 
the people in the United States as tea 
is in Russia. Social impuise is un- 
questionably an important incentive to 
the frequenting of public houses every- 
where, and the general sale of tea, coffee, 
and temperance beverages would promote 
the consumption thereof in place of strong 
drink. The Russian scheme contemplates

But 
two other details remain to be mentioned. 
One provides for two descriptions of saloons 
—the first where the sale of liquoris auther- 
ized for consumption on the premises, and the 
second where it must be sold in bottles for 
consumption elsewhere. These two corre- 
spond in some degree to our retail and whole- 


“sale liquor shops. It is also provided that 


no member of the municipal councils shall 
be interested in the sale of liquor—whata 
blessing that would be to American cities |— 
and that the owners of saloons shail not vote 
upon the settlement of questions relating to 
the sale of drink. 

It is very evident that some of the provis- 
jons of this scheme would not be suited to 
the American theory of government—such, 
for instance, as the monopolizing of. the 
liquor traffic by the local governments. But 
most of the other features ot the proposed 
Russian law would operate equajly well 
everywhere in the yepression of drunken- 
ness and of the crime and disorder which 
grow out of it. The lesson of greatest value, 
however, which this Russian movement con- 
veys to the Americans at present is the prac- 
ticability and advisability of proceeding to 
the lawful restriction of dram-selling by 
rational methods, supplementing them by 
social, religious, and domestic influences of 
a nature to discourage excessive indulgence 
in strong drink. 


SIR GARNET WOLSELEY. 

As several requests have been made that 
Tue Tripune shall print a sketch of the 
life of Sir Garnet Wolseley, the hero of Tel- 
el-Kebir, we comply, so far as our space will 
allow, and print below the more salient facts 
of his career, which has been a very varied 
and brilliant one, 

Gen. Wolseley is the son of an English 
Major, and was born near Dublin in 1833. 
He entered the army as Ensign in 1852, and 
in 1865 had risen through the various ranks 
His first service was if 


Afterwards lie was 
awarded still higher distinction in the 
Crimean war, recelvma the Legion of Honor 
and the Turkish decoration. He was also at 
the slege of Lacknow and the defense of 
Alumbagh, Where is gallant services 
gained him thé premotion to a Lieutengnt- 
Colonelcy. In 1800 he served through 

Chinese gampaign, and received another 
medal. In 1867 he visited America 
as Deputy Quartermaster-General in Canada, 


and commanded the Red River expedition. 


His next active service was in 1873, when he 
commanded the troops on the Gold Coast 
during the Ashantee war, with the rank of 
Major-General. The campaign com eed 
in September of that year, and after many 
hard marches and discouragements, owing to 
the perfidy of the natives, he finally defeated 
the Ashantees in February, 1874, and received 
the submission of their King in his Capital, 
Coomassie. For the success of this expedi- 
tion he recelved the thanks of Parflament 
and a grant ot $100,000, was created aK. C. B., 
and alven the freedom of the City of London 
alld a Splendid sword. Early tn 1875 Re was 
dispatched to Natal to administer the gov- 
ernment of that colony. He remained 
there until 1876, when he was nominated a 
member of the Councit of India. In 1978 he 
was made administrator of the Island of 
Cyprus, which came into English oc 
cupation through a supplementary agree- 
ment with Turkey after the Berlin 
Congress. After the disasters to the English 
in Zaluland under Lord Chelmsford and Col. 
Evelyn Wood, Gen. Wolseley was appointed 
te the supreme military command, Sir Bartle 
Frere, Governor of Cape Colony, and Sir 
Henry Bulwer, Lieutenaut-Governor of 
Natal, retaining théir positions, but being sub- 


ordinate to Gen. Wolseley, who assumed com- 


mand in June, 1879. The British force ad- 
vaneed in that month and defeated the Zulus 
at Ulundi ia July. By the 12th of that month 
all the chiefs except Cetewayo and Siraywo 
had submitted. Gen. Wolseley then took 
the field in person and followed up Cetewayo 
so Vigotously that on the 2th of August be 
surrendered, and three days afterwards Gen. 
Wolseley met the Chiefs and submitted a 
treaty to them whieh they signed. Since 
that time and until the outbreak of the 
Egyptian war Gen. Wolseley has remained in 
South Africa as the Civil Governorof Natal 
and the Transvaal. With his career since that 
time our readers are familiar. His expedition 
from Alexandria to Port Said, his occupa- 
tion of the canal, his advance from ismailla 
to Tel-el-Kebir, his capture of the latter 
place, and his still more rapid advance to 
Cairo, and his capture of Arabi Bey are 
among the most, brilliant actions of his 
career, and appear all the more remarkable 
when it if remembered that he predicted be- 
fore leaving London that the war would be 
over Sept. 15—a prophecy fulfilled to the day 
—thus showing that no element of chance 
entered into the prosecution of his cam- 
paign. 


THE SETTLEMENT OF — EGYPTIAN 


QUESTION. 

The declaration of the London Times that 
Arabi Bey must pot be permitted to gre to 
Constantinople and engage with the Sultan 
in any further Oriental intrigues, coupled 
with the equally empbatie declaration of the 
St. Petersburg Gazette that England cannot 
expect to reorganize the Egyptian Adminis- 
tration without the advice and sanction of the 
European Powers, is an omen of trouble in 
the future and an indication that the work of 
England is by no means over, and that the 
most delicate if not the most dangerous 
part of it is yet to come. 

The ramifications of the Eastern question 
touch at so many points that a disturbance 
atany one point is likely to involve the 
whole question, just as contact with a single 
strand of a spider’s web shakes the whole 
strueture. The Pall Mall Gazette in a re- 
cent powerful article showed that the entire 
Eastern horizon is full of clouds, threaten- 
ing storm, and that there is hardly a province 
in the Ottoman Empire where there is not 
some cause of dispute which needs but very 
little provocation to produce war. The feel- 
ing of fiationality which has been so quickly 
stamped out in Exypt was but part of the 
same feeling that has been roused among all 
the subjeet races in Eastern Europe and even 
in Western Asia, and it is emphasized by the 
revival of Pan-Islamism, Since the war with 
Egypt commenced, a little more than two 
months ago, the most careless obseryer can- 
not but have noticed the rapid growth of 
hostility all through the East, foreshadow- 
ing change. ‘The Greeks and the Turks 
have already come to arms over their 
frontier dispute, with a prospect that the dis- 
pute may assume the dimensions of a war. 
The powerful Sheikh Obelduliah, who isa 
terror both to Turkey and Persia, has once 
mote asserted his determifiation to erect a 
Kurdish province out of territory belonging 
to both these Powers,and Engiand stands com- 
mitted by treaty with Turkey to defend her 
against encroachments of this character. 
The Austrian advance near Novi-Bazar is so 
continually threatened by bands of insur- 
gents that she bas more then once hinted

FARM LABOR m ENGLAND. 

The woes and sufferings, the poverty and 
distress, and the low secial and moral char- 
acter of the British farm laborers have been 
the theme of discussion by British writers 
and by travelers during many years. The 


| opinion has been freely expressed that the 


physical and moral degradation of this class 
of the British population was as great as ex- 
isted among any population of the same 
numerical size to be found in any country in 
Europe. The London Tunes acknowledges 
that the miserable condition in which this 
class of the British population have been 
represented to exist has generally been ac- 
cepted, with some exaggeration, to be true, 
The average condition of these people had 
been expressed in the picture of “ the strug- 
gies ofan abié-bodied man endeavoring to 
bring up a family in sound health and decent 
morals on seven shillings a week.“ The 
Times avails itself of the labors of the 
Mark Lane Express to present a table of the 
actual wages paid to farm laborers in the 
principal parishes of England and Wales. 

From this table we learn the following 
particulars, the wages and the perquisits or 
additional allowances varying very much in 
various counties,.and even in different divis- 
ions of the same counties. We will for the 
clearer understanding of the subject present 
the figures in Federal money instead of the 
English. In several, towns in Bedfordshire, 
in Buckinghamshire, and in Derbyshire, and 
in various districts in Essex, Kent, Lincoln- 
shire, Middlesex, Monmouthshire, and Ox- 
fordshire, $5 per week with or without per- 
qtisits is the average wages. At Woking- 
ham, in Berkshire, the cow-men and shep- 
herds receive in addition the use of gardens 
amd cottages free: the ordinary weekly 
wages are only from $2.75 to $4. In Spa 
ham, in Durham, the wages run to $5.50 per 
week, with house, garden, potatoes, and 
coals. In Northumberland the hired hands 
are noted for their skill, and are paid @20 per 
month, with garden, house, coals, and 
potatoes thrown in. In some towns of 
Kent the earnings of a laborer reach 
$30 a month without perquisites, though 
$3.75 to $6 are the average weekly wages. In 
Lancashire the wages are very low, averag- 
ing $250 per week, without perquisits. In 
Middlesex $5 a week is the average. Where 
no perquisits are mentioned none are 
allowéd. Lincolnshire laborers receive from 
$22 to $23 per month, While in some towns 
cottage and garden are allowed. In Sussex 
and Wiltshire the wages vary from $25 
to $28 per month, with in some cases beer 
and house-rent added, In Wales the money 
wages is low, ranging from $3 to 85 per 
week, with house and garden and sometimes 
a cow, to 824 or $3Qper month, to which are 
added cottage, garden, potato-land, beer, and 
coals. In another part of Wales no more 
than $9 to $12 a month is paid in money, but 
the men are “ victualed free,” whilein same 
districts they receive full board, and in still 
others food and lodging, and in one town in 
addition to $16 a month they get pasture for 
one or two sheep. 

The local peculiarities prevailing in En- 
gland vary the value of these wages, afid 
they seeni to be determined by arbitrary 
rules and long-established customs. As @ 
rule, the London Times estimates the aver- 
age wages at $200 a year, or 810 a month, 
plus the perqaisits. These perquisites vary 
wonderfully. In some districts the hands 
receive an additional money allowance rang- 
ing from $10 to 360 per year in lieu of the 
extras. In one town beer equal to $10” 
per adult is allowed. In one town in Berk- 
shire $35 a year in malt liquor is allowed in 
addition to $20 per month aud a cottagé to 
each laborer. Beer or cider are almost uni- 
versally allowed—if not all the year certain- 
ly at harvest times. In one district ten gal- 
lons of beer is the only extra allowed, at an- 
other place $15 worth of beer and $3 worth of 
potato-ground are the extras. At one place 
a keg of cider per day during the summer is 
allowed, and at varfotis places beer is allowed 
during thrashing time. Fifty dollars extra is 
allowed in one piace for harvest and hopping. 
Among the perquisits or extras allowed at 
various places are the following: “ Ale 
coals, and wood”; a “cottage, garden, and 
two quarts à day at harvest”: “wood and 
Christmas meat”; “cottage and milk”: 
“considerable beer or beer money.“ At

Dus Moxrwns, Ia., Sept. 4.~In the Tariff Com- 
mission session here today, Jonn B. Alley, of 
Lynn, Mass., who is here in connection with a 
laweult, gave a dissertation on the history of 
the shoe and leather business in this couatry, 
tracing it buck to the time of President Wash- 
ington, who, in a tour throngh New England, 
wrote of Lynn as “ the shoe towa of America.” 
Mr. Aliey attributed the prosperity of the busi- 
ness largely tothe fact that Congress in 1791 
passed the first tariff act for the protectian of 
the boot and shoe manufacturers. Now it was 
in a condition to compete with the worid. 

A manufacturer of brass patented articies, W. 
W. Witmer, of Des Moines, made a free-trade 
argument. He explained the creed and tevets 
of the Free-Trade League of lowa. It there 
was no favor shown under the law to one man 
ag against other wen, then their views would 
be largely accomplished. 

THEY WANTED LIBERTY. 


| They wanted the same opportunity for trade 


and exchange with Austrailia, Brazil, Germany. 
France, and Engiana as with Penosyivanpia and 
Massachusetts, They believed that a purely 
revenue tariff! meant free trade. They did not 
demand that the custom- houses should be abol- 
ished or burned down, or that duties should at 
once vease on all articles of import. Oh 
the other hand, they were probabiy willing 
te support the Government by a duty on im- 
ports as iong as a policy lookms toward free 
trade was inaugurated.

paper on the tariff as it affects “Aggicuiture. It 
was a decidely frée-trade document. It gave 
statistics to show that the capital employed in 
manufacturing in lowa was after twenty years 
of the highest protection,“ less than one-twen- 
tieth of that empioyedin agricuiture, whiie the 
number of persons employed in the manufact- 
ures was but one-forty-sixth part of the popu- 
lation. It showed that, under the tariff protect- 
ing the wool-grower, the flocks of sheep had 
Owindied in Lowa at the rate of 60,000 a year. and 
that woolen factories in lowa bad fallen from 
the number of eighty-nine in 1867 to forty in 
188. The farmers of Iowa did not want a dollar 
of tax taken off.

The users of those articles could well afford to 
pay the taxes.

Days Among the Nets—Whaling Sport- 
A Blackfish Drive. 
Provincetown (Muss.) O rrespondence New York ven- 
TT ‘ ne vet. 1. 


Directly across the harbor from my hotel, on 
the Long Point shore, barely two miles away, 
are two large pounds—perhaps the most efficient 
trape for taking fish that the ingénuity of man 
bas ever invented, Maxing friends with their 
owners, | was invited out one afternoon to see 
them take up the days catch. At the fish- 
house I am furnished with jumper and over- 
alls. We embark in the dory, and in half ao 
hour reach the pound. Tuts is made of stroug 
netting attached to te firmiy fixed in the 
sand, and rising a few inches above high-water 
mark. There @e three s or divisions. A 
line of netting extends from the shore several 
bundred feet into the bay. At the end the lead- 
er begins, formed of two walis of netting that 
deserive an eciipse, and open by a narrow 
aperture inte pound proper—a small. 
circular space, inciosed by wal 
and paving no outlet except the opening from 
the leader. The fish—mackerel, scup. foander, 
cod, biuefish—cvasting along shore are st 
by the wali Of netting, follow it to get around by 
it, and, haveng a tendenéy to go Straight ahead 
whea started, Keep on at its end through the 
mouth of the leader, follow its walls, aud pass 
through the narrow entrance into the pound, 
where they are as effectually caged as though in 
Not one in a thousand bas 
wit enough to discover the door by which it 
came in. The fishermen push their boat throu 
the opening in the leader into the pound. With- 
in is @ Sight to stir a landsman’s bi The 
water is alive with tieh, its surface lashed to 
foam by their tins, while the netting that in- 
closes it is bend and shaking with the mad 
rusbes of the victims. 0 

It is not often that one finds himeelf in such 
proximity to these rovers of the sea; within 
reach of the hand bite, mottled mackerel course 
around in sohovis; bivetish make wild dasbes 
among them; ugly flathen and borsefedt grovel 
on the bottom, and crabs gyrate about, attack- 
ing everything Weaker than themseives.

A SIBERIAN LANDLORD. 


Sleeping in a Steam Chest—An Indig- 
nant Traveler Seeking Afr. 
Boston Commercial Bulletin. 

Our first act was to forward our passports to 
the Chief of Poiice to be visaed. This is an im- 
perativé duty imposed upon ali Siberian travel- 
erswhén they arrive in a place where they in- 
tend to stopfor more thanafew hours. The 
passports are delivered to the landlord of tne 
botel, or the householder upou whom you may 
be billéted, in case hotel accommodations are 
lacking, and is by him sent to the bureau 
of the Chief of Police.

MME. NECKER. 


One of the Most Famous Women of the 
Past—Her Influence upon Politics and 
Society.

Susanne Curchod (afterwards Mme. 
Necker) was born in 1737, at the little 
Village of Crassier, in the Pays de Vaud, 
where it touches France. Her father was 
the Protestant minister of the parish, and 
her mother a French refugee from the 
persecutions of Louis XV. Mme. 
Necker, with that desire which* most of 
us feel—and which is not necessarily 
bern either of vride or vanity—to connect 
ourselves with the past, endeavored to estab- 
lish proofs ot the ancient and noble descent 
of both her parents, though the genealogist 
and tlie 8 hesitated to admit the 
claims. But, at least, she received and pre- 
served through life that best inheritance— 
the training and the example of a virtuous, 
pious, simple, and self-denying father and 
mother; and alike in the trials and griefs of 
poverty and orphanage, and in the tempta- 
tions of wealth and social enjoyment, she 
realized the proud device—the “canting” 
motto, as the heralds call it—of the Symonds 
family, In mundo immundo sim mundus.” 
In Protestant Switzerland there were, and 
still are, few tamilies of the better classes in 
which some member is not a minister of the 
Gospel; and while this mingims of the clerzy

A NEW VIADUOT. 


MUCH-NEEDED IMPROVEMENT AT THE STOCK- 
YARDS. 

For a long time past the Union Stock- Tard & 
Transit Comngny has realized tho necessity of 
doing something to relieve the stock-yards from 
the inconvenience caused by outside traffic 
through them, particularly along the line of 
Forty-third street. What with the railroad 
switching and the large number of teams pass- 
ing on this street during the busiest bours of the 
forenoon the ordinary work of the yards has 
hitherto been much interfered with, and the 
trouble, of course, was iacreasing. To avoid all 
this it was decided to lift Forty-third street up 
in the air, and by medns of a viaduct afford un- 
obstructed passage for vehicies and foot pas- 
sengers,and leave ail space on the ground 
for stock-yard purposes. 

The new viaduct'or elevated roadway i how 
very nearly completed, and within a week will 
be opened for traffic. lt begins some 250 fect 
west of Haisted strect, just at the entrance to 
what was once Dexter Park, and its western ter- 
minus is on Centre avenue, in the heart of the 

king houses. The length of the viaduct is 
80 feet. The approaches are made on a grade 
of one inch to the foot. The struci ure is earried 
on 12x12 posts, and its 8 hight in the clear 
is 18 feet. Where the railroads have to be crossed 
trusses are used, and at such points the viaduct 
is 20 feet above the road-bed. The flouring of the 
roadway is of two-inch oak plank, and two-inch 
lank is used for the sidewalks. Strong railings 
pave been erected od either side. The viaduct 
is for the use of estrians and light teams, 
and heavy-iaden wagons will have to take Fors 
ty-Ofth street in futare, as on the completion of 
viaduet what is now Porty-third street wil 
become.a part of the yards, only an alley being 
reserved. new roadway is eighteen feet

In any event, provided 
Chicago fares no worse at Cleveland 
than Providence fares at Detroit. and still 
remains even with Providence in 
games won at the end of the 
Cleveland series, Chicago can most assuredly 
win a larger number of the four games 
against Buffalo than Providence can win 
out ot the two against Boston. Therefore, 
granting that Providence wins the next two 
at Detroit (which is granting more than

The Markets Inactive, but Steadily 
Stronger—A Lively Time in Lard. 

The markets were less active yesterday, 
but averaged a good deal stronger. There 
was quite an exciting time in lard and corn, 
and some of the other deals followed suit in 
moving upwards, though there didn’t seem 
to be much real strength in anything outside 
of those two articles for early delivery. 
There was a smart 

DEMAND FOR CORN 

for this month, and two or three export or- 
ders were said to be on the floor taking up 
all the car-lots that were offered at rather 
rapidly-advancing prices early in the day. 
This was accompanied by several buying 
orders from St. Louis and other pvints in the 
Southwest, which were supposed to have 
been stimulated by a report that the corn 
in Kansas had been very extensively with- 
ered by the simoom that was reported a few 
days ago to have swept over a part of that 
State. This set some of the local shorts to 
buying for October, and the result was an ad- 
vance of 2% cents for this month and 1% for 
next month, while the longer futures were 
not so strong, and May was a shade weaker 
than Friday. 

Oats advanced , to N of a cent in sympa- 
thy with corn, the arrivals being light in vol- 
ume—only ninety-six car-loads. 

THE WHEAT MARKET 
was dull and steady. It was the opinion of 
several operators that it would have been 
weak but for the advance in corn, which 
kept it from tambling. Nobody seemed to 
want it excepting that the car-lots of No. 2 
offered were taken by a person who was sup- 
posed to be selling for September, and there 


spring and winter. There has not been so 
little doing in the wheat market on any day 
for several months past as there was yester- 
day, in the language of one in the trade, 
“it was absolutely featureless.”’ 

Rye was steady, and barley was quoted 
stronger on No. 2and No. 3, the latter ad- 
vancing one-half to one cent for this month 
and next.

It was probable some 
such outside pressure as this which caused 
October to advance markedly, while the long- 
er deliveries remained about stationary. No- 
vember was about the only other deliver 
which sympathized to any active extent wit 
the rise in Uctober. Pork sold up 10 cents a 
barrel in sympathy with lard, and there was 
a moderately g demand at the advance, 
but that part of the market seemed to be 
strong only because lard was booming. Short

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TRACY’S EXECUTION. 


The E@ect on the Prisoners in the 1 
Mis Funeral Yesterday. 

In one of the cells fronting upon the south 
corridor of the County Jail, there were, while 
Tracy was being hung Friday afternoon, six 
as tough and hardened-looking young crim- 
inals as ever occupied a cell together in any 
jail. Everybody who chanced to pass their 
cell was insulted by them, and every one 
who came within sight was subjected to 
some derisive remark. A long, lank, lean 
fellow was horrified to hear that he had a 
better looking neck for a hanging match 
than Tracy, and a fat, chubby, little man 
who came just within view of tneir 
cell was informed in language more 
witty than polite that he had better 
reform at once, for if he ever had to grace a 
scaffold the heaviest part of him would easi- 
ly snap his head from off his shoulders. No 
one who passed that way escaped ashot from 
these ribald young jesters. Suddenly there 
was a cessation of the chattering and tramp- 
ing about of the hundreds of people within 
the walls; the Tracy procession to the scaf- 
fold had just entered the cage, and every- 
body, prisoners and outsiders alike, was 
awed by the solemnity of the occasion. Tra- 
cy took his position on the scaffold, and was 
repeating after Father Dowling a prayer. No 
one, not even the six young ruffians referred 
to, had any desire to speak or stir, or any 
way attract attention from the doomed man 
before them. The youth whe had n 
most profane and most insulting in remarks 
was clinging close to the door of his cell, 
while the other five were huddled close! 
behind him. They could not see scaf - 
fold, nor could they hear what was ing 
place, A 22 individual, who got 
away from sealfola as far as possible 
without purposely avoiding a sight of the 
execution, was hailed by them with delight 
when he took up positionafew feet from 
their cell door. By watching his face closely 
they Gould draw their own conclusions as to 
the progress of affairs on the scaffold. The 
effect on the sensitive and nervous individual 
when the trap was sprung was im lately 
transferred to the prisoners. The for- 

shuddered and covered face 
with his hands.

CATCHING MENHADEN. 


The Old-Fashioned Ways and the New 
Methods—Sailboat Fishermen and the 
Steamers—The Mysterious Habits of 
the Mess- Hunker.

On Easthampton Beach one morning I saw 
one of the along shore“ fishing crews cast- 
ing their nets for menhaden. ‘The operation 
was a most interesting one. As the sun rose 
a tarry, weather-beaten fisherman appeared 
from behind the sand dunes and walked down 
the beach, casting a wary eye to seaward for 
a show“ of “bunkers,” As I watched him, 
the videt started, cast a glance at a long 
ripple on the sea caused by thousands of sails 
and fins, then hastened to the summit of 
the dunes and waved his hsher’s coat 
franticaily as a signal to his fellows, who 
1 took to be in the fields, or perhaps 
on their way to the shore. Quickly a beach- 
cart, drawn by two stout, shaggy ponies, 
whirls around the point of the dunes, stops, 
and six grizzled, sun-browned fishermen 
shake themselves out upon the sand. They 
change their dress, donning oil-skins and 
dilapidated old garments, and begin loading 
the seine, which had been spread along the 
face of the dunes to dry, into the wagon. 
The seine is 1,000 feet long and sixty wide, 
and as the wagon is driven along beside it 
the men pay it in and stow it in the hinder 
part. Then the cart is backed to the water’s 
edge, and the seine stowed in the stern of 
the sharp-pointed fishing-boat which has 
been hauled down from dunes to a posi- 
tion directly behind it. This done, the men 
launch their craft through the surf, getting 
well drenched in the encounter, tumble in, 
and row out lustily, unwinding as they 
go a rope, one end of which is at- 
tached to the net and the other held in 
the hands of the men onshore. There are 
four oarsmen in the boat, and a captain who 
pays out the seine. ‘The spectators on shore, 
watching the line of ripples, see the men 
carefully encircle it, droppimg the net as they 
go, and return on other leaving a 
line of floats encircling the “school.”

Thinking that this must be a serious matter to 
cause such au amount of jak to be shed, a TRib- 
UNE reporter started out yesterday afternoon to 
look into it. He could not very well assume the 
character of a lady, and the question was how to 
go about it. Finally he resvived to interview 
the proprietors of one or two State street stores 
on the subject, as the correspondents men- 
tioned that thoroughfare particularily, so he 
dropped in at Bullock Bros.’ and found one of 
the Mesers.

Falling Off in Shipments to the 
East by Rail. 


The Only Way to Checkmate the 
Magnates—Trouble Ahead.

Northwestern Trafic Agreements—A Sub- 
stitute for Pooling the Business. 


Official Changes in the Pennsylvania Company 
Consequent on Cassatt’s Retirement. 


Still Further Decrease in East-Bound 
Shipments, Although the Heceipts 
from the West Are Unusually Heavy. 
Although tne roads runnmg to this city from 

the West are now doing a beavier business than 

they have had for years, yet the business of the 

roads leading Rast from this city does not im- 

prove in the least. The shipments East by rail 

during the past week were lighter than for the 
week previous, while generally an increase has 
been anticipated. Nearly all the business that 
comes here from the West goes either into ele- 
vator or east by lake. The east-bound rates are 
not unusually bigh, but they are so much 
bigher than the take rates that shippers 
take the latter routes. Even with 
the discrepancy between the rall and lake lines, 
the railroads would no doubt get a large pro- 
portion of the business were it not for the un- 
wise action of the Eastern managers in tacking 
on lately extra charges for switching and 
bandling the business at this point, which virtu- 
ally makes the charges considerably higher than 
the published tariff rates. Shippers would not 
object half as much to a regular advance as 
they do to those extra charges, because a regu- 
lar advance would inerease the rates from all 
other Western points, as they are based upon 
the Chicago figures, while the extra charges 
made for switching and bandim the business 
apply to this point only. As the same additions 
are not made at St. Louis, Peoria, Toledo, and 
other competing points, this thing places the 
Chicago shippers at a disadvantage, and for thia 
reason they do not ship anything east by rail if 
they can avoid it. The efforts thus far made by 
the shippers to have those extra charges taken 
of bave been of no avail, and there is no 
likelibood that the Hastero magoates will take 
any notice of their 1 These persons, 
who control nearly the roads leading east 
from this city, think they can defy the 
shippers, as navigation will soon be over 
and the shippers will then no longer 
be able to divert business from the 
rail lines. Besides, the prospects for a good 
business this winter Rave r improved dur- 
ing the last few weeks, ali of which makes the 
magnates still more defiant. The weather has 
been unusually good for the corn, and unless 
early frosts should set in during the next two 
weeks a fair corn cropin Liinoia, Iowa, and In- 
diana, the great corn-producing States in the 

West, will be assured, while heavy cora crops in 

Miasouri, Kansas, dnd Nebraska are assu 

beyond a doubt. The reported break in the 

Erie Canal inspires thé Eastern managers with 

hopes that it will result iu a large increase in 

business at once. 

There is but one way left for shippers bere to 
secure a coucession from the railroads, and that 
is by adisruption of the east-bound pool. As 
yet it is in a very imperfect condition. The per- 
centa bave not been agreed upon, and conse- 
quently the business cannot be divided. Thus 
each road gets all the business it cau. Although 
the new percentages when made will date back 
to May 1, 1888, yet some of roads have a- 
ready run so far ahead and others so far behind 
that it will be almost im bie to equalize the 
business. Besides, it will no easy task toagreo 
upon percentages. result of the business 
done by the various roads during last few 
mouths shows that the Pennsylvania and Grand 
Trunk lines have been doing a much heavier’ 
business than they would get by succepting 
the percentages prepared by Vanderbilt. 
AS the business of the Vanderbilt 
roads has correspondingly fallen off, the others 
win now demand a mud larger percentage than 
they would Bave accepted a ter months ago. 
Vanderbilt will bardly submit to so large a re- 
duciiup in the percentages for his roads as the 
business done by his uues would require. The 
Pennsylvania., for lastance, during the past 
week out of a total of 299.512 tons by all the lines 
carried 7,880 tons. For the corresponding week 
last year out of a total of 50% % tons it carried 
only 7,777 tons, or less than it did last week. e 
Grand Trunk last week out of a total of 
20.812 tons carried 5.23 tons, while 
for the corresponding week last year it 
carried only 3611 tons out of a total of 
56,06. These figures of course will prove very 
unpalatable to Mr. Vanderbilt, and if the same 
state of affairs continues for a while longer be 
is quite likely to make trouble and take steps 
that willtend to br bis roads again to the 
front and give them a larger share of the busi- 
ness than they have been getting lately. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions carried Bast from this city by the six 
Eastern lines for the week ending Sept. 4, 
amounted to 2,812 tons, against W570 for the 
week previous. total shipments for the 
12 — week last year were 56,004tons.

The New Northwestern Traffic Agree- 
ments Ready for the Signatures of the 
General Managers, 

The General Managers of the Northwestera 
and lowa Lioes did not meet yesterday, as pre- 
viously agreed upon, to receive and act upon 
the report of the General Freight Agents re- 
garding the details for working the new North- 
western traffic combination, because Mr. 8. 8. 
Merrill, General Manager of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paui, was unable to be present. 
The meeting will be held Monday, 

The General Freight Agents of the various 
roads interested in this mater were in session 
again ali day yesterday and completed their 
work Inere will be two combinations, one to be 
known as the Northwestern Traffic Association, 
which takesin the business between Chicago 
and St. Paul and Midneapolis, and another to be 
known as the Central lowa Association, which 
takes in the business at Des Moines and all com- 
pot ing points north as far as St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis. Mr. George L. Carman will be Com- 
missioner of both associations, and the plan for 
working them is about tub same. There will be 
no division of traffic, but each road is allowed to 
get all the business it can. The agreed tarif 
rates are to be strietly maintained by all the 
lines. The roads are bot allowed to offer any 
special inducements to shippers in the shape 
of drawbacks, rebates, tree ete.

Officiais arc getting afraid that the — 
business at ail competing ints will lead to 
State and Federal legisiation prohibiting it. 
As the new Northwestern arrangements are not 
pools, the rgads being permitted to secure all 
the busin tney can, but simply irouciad 
agreemeuts to Maintain rates, itis claimed that 
they canwot be interfered with by legislative 
enavtmenis, as there is ho law that can prevent 
railroads trom maintainihg uniform rates. 

The success of the now arranwemeuts will de- 
peud entirely upon the donesty of the various 
railroads making mem. If any of the roads 
mean to be dishonest they can get readily 
around the agreement without danger of being 
Getected oy Say investigation that might be ia- 
stituted. r instance, if a road chooses to give 
a shipper free transportation as an inducement 
to ship over its line, it can do so without giving 
bint a free ride. General Fre) Agent or 
some other olficial would simply have to go to 
the ticket-oflice and base à regulur ticket 
and give it to the shipper. The sum paid ean 
be charged to expense account and the Com- 
missioners will never be able to detect 
this vidlation of the agreement. Or if a road 
instead of paying, revate to a shipper makes 
him a present of a check and the umount is 
charged to expense account, it is bard to see 
bow it can be proven.

OBITUARY. 


Prot. D. 8. West worth. 

The sad but not altogether unexpected news 
of the death of Prof. Daniel 8. Wentworth, 
Principal of the Cook County Normal School, 
was received yesterday afternoon by. Mr. J. A. 
Bartiett, brother-in-law of the late Mr. Went- 
worth. The Professer died at Denver, Colo., at 
half-past 12 yesterday from the effects of a 
shock and prostration which de received on 
June 5. Although he partially recovered and 
was able to attend to some of his school duties, 
yet be was so feeble and the attack has 80 
aggravated the asthma, with witich he has been 
troubled since be was 18 years old, that 
when the school closed bis removal to Colorado, 
where his friends hadd de must be taken, 
was delayed in order to allow him to gain 
strength ee to bear the journey. After his 
arrival there he gained considerable strength 
and his frends had hopes of his ultimate recov- 
ery. Mr. Bartiett had received a letter only the 
day before, which stated that a cottage had been 
rented in Denver and his wite would remain 
with him until such time as it should be thuught 
advisabie to roturu. 

PROF. WENTWORTH 
was the son of Daniel Sanborn and Rebecca 
Jackson Wentworth. He was born March 4, 
1824, at Parsonsfield, Me. When be was years 
old bis father removed to Em 
where he lived till he was 


cessitated his doing somethi 
support of a large family of children, and Mr. 
Wentworth is said to have becn ambitious and 
anxious to make bis own living at this early 
age. He learned the silk-dyeing business, and 
while doing so contracted the asthma, which bus 
clung to bim through life.

AS AN INSTRUCTOR 

Prof. Wentworth had few equals and no supe- 
riors. His life was wra up in education, 
and his methods have earned him & reputation 
known and copledgall over the country, as in 
fact are the scholars who bave graduated an 
received instructions from bis hands. Hew 
beloved by all and had no enemies. At the last 
commencement exercises of the Hillsdale (Mich- 
igan) College begreceived the degree of Pa. D. 

Mr. Wentworth was generous and liberul toa 
fault; no sufferer was ever turned empty 
handed away. It is stated that much of his Sal- 
ary was disbursed to needy and@ndigent sectiel- 
ars to assist them in obtaining an education. 
In many cases there was no prospect of reim- 
bursement, and it is thought that several 
thousand dollars are now owing him from 

SCIIOLARS WHOM HE WAS ASSISTED. 

He has taken great prise in the Cook County 
Normal School, which has attained its; ut 
high standing in educational circles by his un 
tir in exortions. He was looked upon by many 
of the scholars more as a father and friend than 
as a teacher, and is credited with giving much 
valuable advice in other than sekooi matters, 
His loss will be felt and mourned all over the 
State and country where his graduates and stu- 
dents are scattered. |

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OLD BIBLES. 
THE TRUE HISTORY OF THE MAZARIN BIBLE. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tywune. 

Cuicago, Sept. 14.—The article on Old 
and Rare Bibles,“ reprinted from the New 
York World, in your issue of Wednesday, is 
one of interest to every one of bibliograph- 
ical tastes; but it is hardly accurate in all its 
details. 

The first Mazarin“ Bible was not discoy- 
ered by De Brue, the great French Bibli- 
ografer,” “in the library of Cardinal Ma- 
zarin.”” The true story is grafically told by 
a recent writer: About the middie of the 
seventeenth century, Gabriel Naude, libra- 
rian to Cardinal Mazarin, discovered one of 
these Bibles among some of the reckless pur- 


chases he had made. Franklin says that 
Naude bought books by wholesale. After 
an examination of a bookseller’s shelves, he 


would order — feet of theology, —feet of law, 


— feet of medicine, ete., with apparently lit- 
tle d to the qpality of the books. Wheu 
he left the shop, Franklin wrote, it looked 
as if it had been visited not by a k-buyer, 
but by a hurricane.’ His knowledge of books 
enabled him to identify this as the veritable 
work of Gutenberg. He published a descrip- 
tion of it which attrac attention. Most of 
his readers were of the opinion that this was 
the only copy that had been preserved, and 
it thus received the nameof the Mazarin 
Bible.” 4 

Instead of there being only eleven copies of 
the Mazarin (or Gutenberg) Bible in exist- 
ence, as asserted by the World writer, there 
are fifteen—six vn vellum and nine on paper. 
Three of the latter are in this country. One 

000 copy bought by Mr. Hamilton 
Cole at the Brinley sale; another is ia the” 
Lenox Library, New York; and the other, 
bought at the Perkins sale for $21,000—not 
£3, is the property of Mr. David Wolfe 
Bruce, of New York, whose typographical 
library, previous to that purchase, had 
cost him over $40,000. 

It is very strange if the first Bible printed 
in Roman type was issued as late ag 1600. 
have not at hand the data to verify or deny 
the assertion; but books in “ handsome Ro- 
man letter, formed in imitation of the char- 
acters of the Augustan age,“ were issued by 
the French printers as early as 1470; and 
— — are extant of at least eighteea works 
printed in 
ing the years 1470, 1471, and 1472. 

Concerning he Biblea Pauperum,” Mr. 
Theo. L. De Vinne, a standard authority, 
says itis probable that in the beginning the 
Bible of the Poor was a book of pictures 
only. Some German antiquaries say that the 
book in its original form was designed and 
explained by a monk named Weruher, who 
was living in 1180, Other German authori- 
ties put the origin ot the first manuscript as 
far back as the ninth century, attributing it 
to St. Ansgarius, first Bishop of IHlamburg. 
Chatt calls it the * Bible of the Poor Preach- 
ers, and claims that it was written especial! 
for their use. Xylografic copies of this boo 
printed from wooden blocks—executed be- 
fore the invention of printing from movable 
types, are said tobe stillin existence, the 
texts under the cuts being in manuscript. 
Of course, with the invention of printing the 
poor men’s Bibles became more common and 
plentiful. II. R. B.

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Summary tor the Week. 
The following is the total number of real- 
mae sales within a radius of seven miles of 
Court-House filed for record during the 
week ending Saturday, Sept. 16:

An increase in the number of building 
permits is reported, and some of the real- 
estate dealers predict very active operations 
in building this fall and the coming winter, if 
itbean open one. Everybody concedes a 
scarcity of dwellings, especially of the me- 
dium and cheaper class, such as ought to be 
rented for $15 to $25 per month. Itis next 
to an impossibility for aman drawing a sal- 
ary of $50 to $100 a month to find a decent 
house ata rental that is within his means. 
The high rents have caused families to crowa 
together in small houses, and an epidemic of 
scarlet-fever or small-pox could hardly fail 
to make great headway. Dealers speak of 
the apathy of capitalists, and say they are 
unable to account for it in the face of the 
fact that real estate investments pay better 
at the present time than almost any- 
thing else. It is estimated that the me- 
dium class of houses located within a mile 
and a half of the centre of the city pay fully 
10 to 12 per cent net, and three miles 
out 8 to 10 per cent, Fiats pay 10 to 12, 
and one instance is mentioned where the 
owner receives 18 per cent on an apartment 
building put up last year. A corner in wheat 
would not pay better than this, yet one hears 
little squealing about it. The activity of 
12 operetions this fall depends on the 
cost of building. The plea all summer long 
has been that brick and labor have been too 
high, and capitalists have been afraid to en- 
gage in these 2 fearing another 
set-back like that following 1873. The new 
buildings in the residence quarters rent 

eadily at figures that insure a good income, 

d there is little reason to think those who 

lave put up moderate-priced houses will 
soon regret having made such an investment. 
With the country blessed with good crops 
there is no reason to fear a panic. 

Mortimer & Tapper and Amos Grannis 
are going to put up an immense office build- 
ing on the east side of La Salle street, south 
of Monroe. It will be about 80 feet tront, 
extend back to the alley, and be nine stories 
in hight. The cost is placed at $125,000.

MARRIED WOMEN. 


Their Rights as to Advances and 
Wages. 

Judge Jameson yesterday morning decided 
the case of Conrad Kolb against Charles 8. 
and Catharine Quinn and Clinton S. Lamb, 
involving some questions as to a married 
woman’s rights. This was a creditor’s bill 
to set aside a conveyance by Quinn to his 
wife of a certain lot. The complainant 
charged that after the debt to him from 
Quinn accrued, Quinn and wife conveyed 
the W. of Lot 21, Block 41, in School See- 
tion Addition, which he owned, to one C. 8. 
Lamb for $8,000. At the same time Lamb 
conveyed the property to Mrs. Quinn for the 
alleged consideration’ of $8,400. The real 
consideration of the ‘first’ deed was $200 
owing by Quinn to Lyman, which 
was immediately paid by Mrs. Quinn. 
The consideration of the deed by Lamb to 
Mrs. Quinn was the payment of the $209, 
and the Secbarge of a loan of Mrs. Quinn to 
her husband of $550, whieh she gave him 
out of her separate estate soon after their 
marriage, and other moneys amount f 
52. 700, earned by her during her marriage. 
While the present suit was pemtling one C. 
W. Cass advanced Mrs. Quinn 


to take 
up a prior mortgage to one Durand, and 
then bought up the Durand mortgage in the 
interest of Mrs. Quinn, with the probable in- 
tention of selling the property under that 


mortgage, and thus cutting Kolb out. 


The Judge held that the $2,000 must first be 
repaid to Cass on the first mortgage, bat 
that he could not be paid the $800 advanced 
until after Kolb’s judgment was satisfied, 
because he had notice by the pendency of 
the suit of Kolb’s rights. 

For the bona-fide advance made by Mrs. 

uinn to her husband she was entitled to 

e protection of the court, and to that extent 
she could hold the property. The first loan 
was one of $550 of money belonging to her 
before her marriage in 1866, and was by the 
statute her absolute property, and could not 
be attached for her husband’s debts. The 
narrative as given of how she made the $2,700 
loaned to her husband in 1875 out of her own 
earnings, was not very satisfactory. He car- 
ried on a grocery business, and for her as- 
sistance in its management handed her cer- 
tain sums of money from time to time. When 
doing so he did not call this her salary or 
wages for these months. The question was, 
Could she hold them as against the other 
creditors? Prior to 1869, no such thing as 
earnings by the wife, as separate from those 
of the husband, was recognized. The law 
was at present different, but still the statute 
does not recognize as earnings money paid 
for services to the husband. It the earnings 
were made prior to 1869 they were still the 
husband's, and there was no evidence that 
Mrs. Quinn earned anything su uent to 
her marriage, apart from her husb ; Son- 
sequently her claim for $2,700 could not be 
allowed, There was another advance, which 
it was claimed she paid, of $200, to an as 
a debt due by her husband, but there was no 
evidence that it was her own private prop- 
erty, and that therefore must be disallowed. 
She claimed she was entitled to rank with

It is believed by many that 
Gould is still short on Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred, and hence he will continue his efforts to 
make money scarce and depress the market.

The leading prodyce markets were less. active 
on Saturday, and much steadier than usual, but 
in the direction of strength. The leading ob- 
jects of interest were September and October 
corn and October lard. These were wanted, and 
wanted badly, by a good many people who only a 
littie while ago could not sell enough to make 
them happy. They were said to be afraid of a 
corner in both. There was a really good export 
demand for corn, especiaily for high mixed, 


and it was rumored that the hot wind 
nad withered it all in Kansas. This put 
up corn, and lard followed, while 


oats were stiffened in sympathy, and wheat re- 
fused to budge, remaining steadily dull tili near 
the close of the session. Pork and meats were 
firmer, on the same general principles as cov- 
ered corn and lard, except that there were no 
well-defined fears of a corner in pork. We 
noted that a round lot of short ribs was sold 
(at ue per ib) to go to a packer on the 
Missouri River, which was quoted as an indica- 
tion of great scarcity. Mess pork closed 5@ 
Tc higher, at $20.17%@20.20 seller October and 
$18.67%@18.70 for January. rd closed irreg- 
ularly stronger, at $11.724%@11.7%5 for October 
and $11.274@11L90 for January. Short ribs closed 
firm at $12.82% seller October.

Millinery goods, clothing, and boots and shoes 
are also going out freely, firm prices prevailing 
all around. There were no changes in the 
grocery market. Jobbers say they are very 
busy, and there was a cheerful feeling on all 
sides. Prices were unchanged. In the dried- 
fruit market there is a graduaily increasing 
movement, and the market hasa rather firmer 
tone than heretofore. Fish were in good re- 
quest at Friday’s prices. There was a firm mar- 
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steady. Prices of coal and Pig-iron ranged as 
before. 

Broom-corn is fairly active at the decline. 
Euus were firm at 19@20c per doz. In green 
fruits peaches were abundant, and sold l@lic 
per bu lower than the day previous. There were 
over 15,000 baskets on the market. Pears were 
firmer, selling at 40@75e. Blackberries were in 
light receipt and soid generaily at $1.00 per case. 
Apples unchanged. There was no change to 
note in metals and tinners’ ware, the demand 
continuing brisk for all descriptions. Hides, 
grease, and tallow are steady and unchanged. 
Potatoes, both Irish and sweet, are selling 
slowly, with the market largely overstocked.

When this canai shall 
be completed there will be complete steamboat 
navigation from the Gulf tothe lakes. The 
probable cost of the enlargement of the Illinois 
& Michigan toa ship canal will be $14,000,000 or 
815.000. % 0. The much-talked-of Hennepin 
Canal will, if ever built, extend from Henne- 

in on the IIlinois River to the Mississippi near 

ock Isiand. This canal will be nearly sixty- 
four miles long, with a feeder from the Rock 
River thirty-eight miles: the estimated cost of 
the same is $4,500,000. When completed there 
will be a complete free waterway from St. Paul 
via the Mississippi, the Hennepin Canal, the li- 
linois River, and the Illinois & Michigan Canal 
to Lake Michigan, and of course from there by 
the usual water routes to the seaboard.

To retain the command on 
the markets of Great lLbritain, and some of the 
great continental markets of Europe, we must 
bave the advantage of cheap transport m 
the interior to the lakes. The constractios of 
these waterways will give it and insure it. 

It is said: “Coming events cast their shadows 
before,” but the events of the immediate future 
are so great aud so near that there is no 
room for a shadow. They areas it were al- 
ready upon us. Are we prepared—is the city of 
Chicago prepared—to receive and deliver the 
immense producte of the field and the forests 
and the factory that are sure to be here without 
delay? The commerce of the lakes bas nearly 
doubied during the last fifteen years; supposing 
it shall double during the next twenty or twen- 
ty-five years, where is our increased lake com- 
merce to go?

Logan and expluined the 
situation. He saw it, and appreciated it, and 
when the River and Harbor bill came up in the 
House Gen. Logan moved to- amend by adding 
an appropriauou of 50,000 for the improvement 
of the Calumet. Tis was ruled out of order. 
He then moved that the appropriation for the 
outer barbor of Chicago be increased $50,000, 
with the understanding that it should be ex- 
pended at the Calumet, which was in substance 
considered a part ot the Chicago harbor. This 
was ruled in ordér, whereupon my friend 
Rodgers, from Arkansas, arose and stated what 
disasters he had séen from his own house, he 
living on the shore—how he had seen vessels 
pass the entrance of the harbor onto the break- 
water, smashed to pieces, their cargoes set 
afioat, and the seanien in the rigging in one:
